Lansdowne  made  all  but  a  clean  sweep  of  intercollegiate 
competition  trophies,  winning  the  Jackman  Trophy  by  a  comfort- 
able margin  of  112  points.  Other  trophies,  now  on  view  in  the 
trophy  case  in  the  Office  lobby,  include  those  for  golf,  ping-pong, 
and  hockey. 

The  hard-surface  recreation  area,  with  space  for  volleyball, 
badminton,  and  basketball  has  been  definitely  approved  by  the 
University  for  the  area  south  and  east  of  the  residences  and 
should  be  ready  for  use  in  the  Fall.

A  bye-election  will  be 
held  in  the  Fall  to  choose  the  other  two  Non-Resident  Represen- 
tatives. 

Among  other  items  considered  at  its  March  and  April  meetings, 
the  Council 

*  scheduled  booking  dates  for  1971-72  activities; 

*  adopted  a  Logo  and  Crest  for  the  College; 

*  set  up  a  committee  to  recommend  the  giving  of  awards  for 
special  service; 

*  requested  Food  Services  to  investigate  complaints  about  the 
antique  candy  machines; 

*  received  a  report  on  the  end -of -term  party,  attended  by 
between  400  and  500  members; 

*  received  a  report  on  the  Yearbook,  and  voted  thanks  to  the 
Men's  and  Women's  Residence  Councils  for  their  contributions 
and  to  the  Yearbook  Committee  for  its  work; 
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*  thanked  Sheelagh  Craig  for  the  art  work,  including  the  painting 
on  display  in  the  General  Office,  which  she  has  contributed  to  the 
College  this  year; 

*  received  a  report  on  methods  of  determining  points  for  the 
Jackman  Trophy,  and  approved  it  in  principle,  subject  to  the 
presentation  of  specific  detailing  of  points  for  various  activities; 

*  received  a  final  report  on  the  70-71  films  (total  attendance 
1,769;  profits  from  Fall  term  subsidized  the  Spring  term  losses 
and  went  into  the  College  Social  Fund),  and  gave  approval  for  the 
scheduling  of  films  for  next  year; 

*  discussed  possible  proposals  for  an  orientation  programme  in 
the  Fall.
